who forthe moſt part are beſt acquainted wich thefudajn defignes 
ofthe enemic,and to agree with theſe ſpies of the place under whar 
free or the like; where'they may convey their letcers of :incelligence,

Thenext thing confiderable is the embatceling of a Repiment.of

Now although 
your enemic conſiſts of twice ſo much ſtrengeh as your ſelves, 
which ſomnctimcs will cauſe them to be the more ſecure and neg1i- 
gent in their watches, yet willthey nor be able by reaſon of this ſe» 
cretand fodain ſurprize to ſtand againft you. © - 

The next thing conſiderable is, to charge the cnemic in the field 
in a united or groſſe body,or elſc by fingle. Troops, In ftighyng 
with the eaemicin a pirche field , with all your Forces uniccd into 
one intire bodice, theſe things arc confiderable, as the place, whether 
ic be hilly or level, as alſo that there be ſufficie!t rome behind you 
for a retreating p-acc,{o that you be not ſtraitned of ground, which 
manic times proves 2 great difadvantage, likewiſe you muſt always 
appoint txwops of Reſcrve, which arc not by any means to engage 
themſelves in fight till the firſt Troops have given the charge, and 
arc reaſcmbled behind them t@ make readic again for the ſecond 
charge, your Curriafſers if yeu. have any are fit tor Troopes of re- 
{crve which gives a great deal of courage untethe other Cavalrie, 
this muſt always be ebſeryed cither in grofle bodies or in ingie 
Troops. | In 
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In groſſe bodies if you bave field reom enough, all the Troops are 
to be drawn up into battalia, each being nor above three deepe, 
likewiſe cachtroop mult beat leaſt a hundred paces diſtance behind 
eachother for the better avoiding of diſorder, choſe troops that are 
to give the firſt charge þeing drawn up into batt:il as before, aieto 
be at their cloſe order, every left hand mans righre knee muſt be 
cloſe Jocked under his right hand mans left harm, as hath bin ſhown 
before. In this order they are te advance tow-rd the Enemy with 
an caſte pacc, firing their Carbinesat a convenient diſtance, always 
aiming attheir Enemies breft or lower, b:cauſe that pouder is of
